•During the 1975 spring semester an attempt was made to tap 
students reactions to Waubonsee CcJmmunity College (WCC/. The purposes 
of that study \y^re to .gain ah overall view of th^way students felt 
about WCC, to determine strong and weak points and to provide a data 
base for late^ comparisons. . - X ^ 

Tlie present study was Resigned to meet that third purpose.* 
Specifically it was felt th-^t one wa/ to measure t^he school's 
effectiveness was to get stndent feedback and to see if arty^signifi- 
caht changes had occurred, \ ^ ' * 

WCC,. of course,, relies on other measures ^uch as r611ow up 
studies of dropouts, graduates and thejj>«. However, these studies 
concentrate on specific g^-Cups of students, typically after they leave 
the college. The present study and its pre^ec^'Sso^- were done during 
the cpurse. of the semester and* provide an o^^rall picture of WCC. All 
students in attendance were considered part of the population from 
which a sample was cj^awn* ^ 

^ ^ ■ " ' INSTRUMENT AND PROCEDURES • 

The survey instrument ..used was Student Reactions to College (SRc5 , 
published by Educational Testing Service. The instrument used in the 
1977 study w^s identical \o that uSe^-in the 1975 study. Slight 



madificat.ions were uc|de originally to meet Jooal needs. The proce^dures 
^for administering the survey were also identical to the earlier study'

.with two slight modif icatidbs . The 1975 purvey was administered duritig" 
th*e 13th week of the semester. The 13th week of th*^ current study 
would have Immediately followed spring break. This was felt to be a 
disadvantage for both the s*tudents and the 'faculty, as well as for the 
study. Therefore, the SRC vas administered during the 11th week. The 
second modification concerned the last .question of the survey which 
asked th^ stuitent to indicate his oir her major i All majors at WCC 
have a. corresponding thr^e digit numerical code. In the 1975 study a 
listing of all students and their major code numbers were made available 



to the students for refer^^^. The majority of the student^ did*not ' 
use the lis^ting but simpry. wrc^e doi^ their major (i.e* P^ycholc^g^^ . 
History), however, problems occurred in adtempting to cod6 the majors ' \ 
from what the studentrs^ wrote. For e&ample, in some, instances students 
recorded majors that did not exist at w6c or they Were no.t specific' 
enough t9 allow acciir^e coding. In^the present study, all students 
weye asked to use the reference list and record the mgjor nuiriber'next ,

The primary goal of this study was to" do a comparison of^ the ^ 

results with the 1975 study ta see if any significant 'ching^ .had oc-^'

RESULT'S AND -DISCUSSION 



The results of the SRC are listed in Table 1. Each ite^i Is 
listed along with the' number of students responding, * the percentage

bf students responding. to each choice, and the median score. / 

, As in the* ij.975. study, items were divided into ttiree groups ^ 
corresponding to the numbef of response choix:es the item had (three, 
foiyjf,^ or Avfe) . ' The me.dians for each group^ were'^ank ordered. ' * - 

For both , the three-choice and five-choice groups, the rankings* • 
represent how o-ften an experience occurred or how thg^^tud^nts felt 
about certain ide^s. The greater the median' and thus the higher the* 
ranking, then the more experience h^d occurred or the more the student 

favored t^e idea. " ■ ' ' ^

For the fo'ur-choice items it was possible to determine the 

positive or negative slant for the questions. In other words, these 

items were written such that agreeing with' an item could be inter-

preted as a positive evaluation or experience. Therefore, • the; higher 
the median the more posdtiv^ was the evaluation or experience. Some 
,of the four-choice items had to have theiif ^values reversed since they 
were' worded in' the negative. ' - ^ 

The single most striking result occurred when the ranks of the- 
three groups were compar^ to the 1975 study. Very little change, 
took place 'over the two^ears. Ranking werfe nearly identical.^ 
Tables 11^ III, and IV represent the rankings of the median scores >j 

"for the three groups alpng with their 1975 ranking^. •

A Spearman rank order correlation was run comparing the two years' 
'r|inking,rtr each group Table V reflects these values. As Canute 4 
seen from this table, a very high correlation exists between the 
rankings- within each grpup over the twcr years. 

These results can be interpreted aS showing', that very little 
chaqge has taken place since the 1975 study regarding the way studentW 
feel about WCC.^ Of course this sameness can be interpreted as either 
a positive or.iaegative sign. For example, change can reflect lack of 
improvement from the students point of view. However, since the 1975 
^^results were interpreted as an overall favorable rating based on the 
value' of the medi-ans, then no ch'ange can mean an equally favorable ^ 
rating. ' ^ ' . 

Besides- the rankitigs of medians for each group, a statistical^ 

comparison of each itpm with the previous year's was made, A l^nn-

Whitney U was used for items //I through #163. A Chi Square test was ' 

used for items //164^ through // 17*41 The number of response choices fot 

Items //172 and //174 were' collapsed to facilitate the use of the Chi

' Of th6 Ilk items asked only 22 w^e found to ,be significantly 
'different from the previous study.. In all but a few cases, the actua\ 
difference o'f medians was quite. amall. The neatest change was 
reflected in^tem #89 which asked ab;3ut the adequacy of the campus food 
services, ^his item showed a markeji" improvement which can be explained 



• by the fact that WCC changed .from a vending machine food service to 
.a hot lunch operation. Obviously the students were pljeased with the 

Significant differences were reflected in itQms--//63, #69 ando#70. 
Tnese items suggest" a slight change toward njore traditional types of ' 
• e'ducati^on, For example, students were more opposed to .having courses 
in which th^y are not graded., or having 4jistructqrs_-wi^i.te comments , 
instead -of grades. Also they were not as favorable towards having 
classes without texts or assignments ,and organized around informal 
discussions. Further evidence ^that the students prefer the tpa4itio^al * 
system'^with formal grades is reflected in the response to item //139. 
Students indicated they were more opposed to having, their records shot/ 
only a list of courses that g^tudents have j^^sed, witKout grades. 

One area that showed a probletfi in the 1975 study xwas regarding 
the s tudent** government . It was suggested ^t that time that the student 
government needed to improve It^ visibility- and its representation 
of students. Items //111 anc} Y/159 suggest that the' representation of 
students' points ^of view have been imfSrove^, as well as, representafioQ 



of students to the' administration. Both of * these items-showed signi-> 
ficant imf^rovement from the previous study when coraparlng^ medians . 
However, as stated in the. 1975 study, for item //159, 65.2% of^the students 
resijonded by;^ giving ^a neutral answer of "indifferent** or *'uncertain* . 
Tl^is was interpreted as a /reflection of student^., being, unaware of *the ^ 
s tudent^^ government *s activities .or indifferent to them^ 



The current study still had 63,9% 'of the students choosing the neutrai 
"response. Apparently the student government still kiffers from lack 
of visibility but those who are aWafe and concerned with* student 
government felt it more representative of their views than before. 

Students continued to give the college an overall ^.avorable 
evaluation. More students considered the college to be a frieridly, 
•comfortable place; information about what is going on at school has 
been easy "to get; and that registration procedures were not a burden 
as compared to the 1975 study (//96, Y/110,- //97) . They disagree mote - 
than before that the campus is.a^place where students just go to, 
class and where nothing much happens (//88) • 

^ Interestingly, students were more against the cutting of 
compulsory student fees, 'such as those for student activities, inter- 
collegiate athletics, the student newspaper, etc., .than before (//i36) . 
This is of special interest ^in light pf the fact that tuition 
increased 50% over the amount paid at the time of the 1975 study 
($& to $12'. per semester hour), . Obviously, the students felt that these 
activities are important enough to keep even th'ough the total increase 
for student tuition and fees increased substantially.. The students did 
Express' financial concern when it came- to the' cost of bool^s and supplies 
and f^lt it was more of a problem than in the X975 study (//102) . How- 
ever ,]^they prefer"more than before purchasing recommended (or optipnal) 
readings as opposed to borrowing them from the library (//154) . ■ ^ 
;The students did express some other difficulties. More students 
said they had to spend time learning math that^they should have 
known (092)s •They^had so much reading tha:t they did ijot really have 
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time to understand it (//50)r They had greater difficuriy in deciding 
what courses to take (//108) . Also, they tarlked less^ of ten about course 
work for at least *15 minutes with ins>truct9rs outside df class time 
(//19)». ^ This last item might suggest that teachers are( less available, 

/tiowev'et, ^ there was no significant difference to item* //I which asked if 
teachers Ji^ere available to studefits at times convenient\ to them, Thete 

^w'as also no signj^f icant differences in items^ ,^2 and //3 whlcAr, stated • 
respectively 'that instructors bave been easy to talkv to and had no 

' ttoubl'e understanding 'the stud,ent<^s problems.. Therefore, why students 
met with their instructors less o\itside of class time is not easily 

. understood. * « 

Four,dtfier items which showed significant differences from the

previous study were items //166, //167, //172, and 'i\\lk. The <lifferenx:es 
in item. //174 (student majpr) were expiaitied earlier dn the paper as . 
probably being caused 'by a slight modification in procedure. Therefore 
it was felt that this reflects an, artificial difference*. - 

As stated earlier, the results of item //172 which asked *the< > 
student to indicate their ethnic group was reduced from 8 to A ^ * ' 
categories; namely. White, .Black, Spanish and other (Table Vr) . A Chi 



Square was calculated and sh6wn as si^gnif icantly 'different at the .05

^ High School which tould be explained by a recent developtnent the two . 
' •schools have had on what kinds of courses could be offered at the 'high 
^.•school. Therefore, fewer courses have, been available there. Item //167 
^ reflects the decrease in the number 'of students taking extension *^ 
courses at East Aurora High Scjioo;.; This probably also explains the 
* r^^^^t^^®^^® item' //166 which asks 'where students are attending cl^ss 
as either on'or off. campus or a combination of both. Fewer students 
selected the 'dhoioes of* "off campus" or "both on and campus". 

This study, represents a follow up", of a 1975 study which attempted 
to ascertain,. -what students attitudes were towards Wabuonsee Community 
•Colle^*. It was hoped -this Wuld refle^jt both area^of chatige and no 
change and would provide the faculty and 'staff with indications of 
trends . , - 

The most striking result was the .similarity of responses between 
the two studies. The rankings of item medians reflect an extremely' 
high correlation. When items were statistically compared, only 22 of 
174 were shown to be significantly different. Most of these changes 
can,Ve ii^terpreted as"«a more .positive evaluation of WCG witH a couple 
of exceptions. One item (//WS) asked students to give the college, a 
grade and, as before, students rated it as a "B", which was not sign!- 
ficantly different from the previous study. J
